DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 



1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S. C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 
rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Applicant's 

Admitted Prior Art (AAPA) in view of McCoy et al, US. Pat. No. 5,790,958. 

3. Claims 1-4, 7-19, 22-26, 28-31, AAPA teaches an interface for interfacing a wireless 
modem with a host, the interface includes a first logical device to provide communication between 
the wireless modem and the host [see the specification of the instant application, Figs. lA and 
IB, also pages 1-3]. 

AAPA fails to teach the interface includes a second logical device to provide real time 
status information of the wireless modem to the host during operations. 

McCoy teaches a microcontroller in communication with a host computer via a status port 
having corresponding signal lines and a data port having corresponding data lines. The status 
signal lines serve to identify the current transfer operation performed by the micro controller [Figs 
3 and 8, col 6, lines 20-43]. 
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It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to combine the teaching ofAAPA and McCoy, because it provides the host with the current 
status information of the wireless modem [col. 6, lines 29-43], 

4. Claims 5 and 27, it is well known in the art to have the wireless modem being a PCMCIA 
card. 

5. Claims 6, 20-2 J, 32 and 33, it is a matter of design choice o have the logical devices being 
configured using FPGA.
